Trains Rolling Again After 
Carthage School Tax 


Funds Sought In Suit 
Signalmen End 2-Day Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s trains hauled freight to 
factories 
and 
commuters 
to 
their jobs today after striking 
signalmen ended a two-day na­ 
tionwide railroad shutdown un­ 
der orders from Congress and 
the White House. 
President Nixon’s chief rail 
labor troubleshooter, Assistant 
Secretary of Labor W.J. Usery, 
immediately resumed efforts to 
settle the wage dispute and pre­ 
vent another walkout when the 
special 
strike-stopping 
law 
passed 
by 
Congress 
expires 
Oct. 1. 
Usery met with strike! leader 
C. J. Chamberlain and planned 
meetings with rail industry 'ne­ 
gotiators later. 
Congress granted a partial 
pay raise in ordering the stri­ 
kers back to work under the 
special law Nixon signed Tues­ 
day night but the rest of a pro­ 
posed 
42-month 
package 
re­ 
mains to be negotiated. 
Chamberlain, president of the 
AFL-CIO Brotherhood of Rail­ 
road Signalmen, sent out an 
order shortly after midnight to 
the 13,000 members to return to 
their jobs.

After a trial 
General Punished For 
Failing To Probe My Lai 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec­ 
retary of the Army Stanley Re- 
sor today demoted Maj. Gen. 
Samuel 
Koster 
and 
stripped 
him of a high decoration for 
failing to investigate adequate­ 
ly the My Lai massacre. 
Koster, a former West Point 
superintendent, was reduced to 
Brigadier general and his Dis­ 
tinguished Service Medal with­ 
drawn for his performance as 
commander of the Americal Di­ 
vision at the time of the My Lai 
incident in March 1968. 
At the same time, Resor re­ 
jected a recommendation from 
Army leaders that Brig. Gen. 
George Young, who was assis­ 
tant division commander, be 
reduced in rank to colonel. 
However, the Army secretary 
said Young’s “failure to meet 
the required standards of per­ 
formance” justifies the cancel­ 
lation of the DSM. and a letter 
of censure in his file. 
R e s o r ’ s 
actions 
capped 
months of study following dis­ 
missal 
of 
covenip 
charges 
against both officers. 
Army officials said 11 other 
officers 
whose 
records 
were 
‘ ‘ f l a g g e d ’ ’ after coverup 
charges were dropped against 
them 
remain 
under 
study, 
along with the records of other 
Army officers and enlisted men 
who were charged in the mas­ 
sacre incident itself and either 
acquitted or the charges dis­ 
missed. 
In a statement, Resor said: 
“A great deal of information 
suggesting 
that 
a 
possible 
tragedy of serious proportions 
had occurred at My Lai was 
either known directly to Gen- 


Koster, or was readily avail­ 
able in the operational logs and 
other records of the division. 
“He did not utilize the in­ 
vestigative 
staff 
resources 
available in the division either 
to conduct an investigation, or 
to 
review 
the 
investigations 
which were conducted. In so 
doing, he took upon himself a 
greater personal burden than 
would otherwise have been the 
case. 
“As the division commander, 
Gen. Koster clearly must be 
held responsible for ascertain­ 
ing the accuracy of the infor­ 
mation which he had about My 
Lai, 
as that information in­ 
dicated that his troops might 
have been guilty of serious mis­ 
conduct . . ” 
In the case of Young, Resor 
said there were certa in mitigat­ 
ing factors operating in his be­ 
half, adding: 


“ Primary among those is the 
fact that Gen. Koster, by deal­ 
ing directly with the subordi­ 
nate commander, omitted Gen. 
Young from certain conversa­ 
tions 
which might have 
led 
Gen. 
Young to question the 
adequacy of the investigation. 
“This 
method of operation 
put a heavy burden of responsi­ 
bility on Gen. Koster; at the 
same time it tended to mitigate 
the 
responsibility 
of 
Gen. 
Young.” 
Young, 50, has said in the 
past that “I cannot help feeling 
like a political scapegoat.” 
He is assigned to the Army 
Materiel 'Command here. 
Koster, 57, currently is aa- 
siened at Ft. Meade, Md.

was a strong contender for sev­ 
eral years after World War I. 
The Miller engines became 
Offen ha users when Fred Of­ 
fenhauser took over the busi­ 
ness. He was succeeded by 
Meyer and Dale Drake, who 
put a Meyer & Drake name­ 
plate on their engines, but the 
“four bangers” continued to be 
known as Offys. 
The Ford Motor Co. moved 
into the picture and developed 
the special V-8 with which the 
late Jimmy Clark of Scotland 
won the 1965 Indy 500 in a Lo­ 
tus—two years later than ex­ 
pected. 
The rear-engine. Grand Prix- 
design Lotus was supposed to 
have made the old Indianapolis 
front-engine roadster obsolete 
by 1963 but Parnelli Jones won 
the oil-smeared 1963 race. Foyt 
look the ’64 event after Clark 
went out early with suspension 
failure blamed on faulty Euro­ 
pean tires. 
The Fords now have won five 
of the last six 500s. The excep­ 
tion was Bobby Unser’s 1968 
victory with an Offenhauser 
equipped with a turbocharger, 
one of the refinements since the 
early days of the Peugeot-Bal- 
lot hybrid. 
Having proved its point, Ford 
turned over its racing engine 
business to Meyer & Drake in 
1965. Meyer handled the Fords 
and sold his interest in the Offy 
manufacturing plant to Drake. 
Foyt took the Ford business to 
his* Houston shop a year ago 
last fall. 
There has been a lot of argu­ 
ment around the Speedway as 
to whether short-stroke engines 
are superior to long-stroke ones 
this year. Meyer doesn’t think 
there is any substantial differ­ 
ence. 
He points out that Mark Don­ 
ohue was fastest in practice 
with a four-cylinder Offenhau­ 
ser engine that has a short 
stroke of 2.750 inches with a 
cylinder bore of 4.280 inches. 
But Revson was fastest in last 
weekend’s time trials with a 
long-stroke Offy 3.125 with a 
4.058 bore. 
A1 Unser, last year’s 500 win­ 
ner. was the fastest qualifier 
with a Ford engine, using the 


short 1.800-inch stroke with a 
3.760 bore. Offys took the first 
four starting places. Some of 
the Fords have a 1.900 stroke. 
“You’re only talking about 
small fractions of inches in the 
stroke differences among the 
engines,” Meyer said. “If you 
were talking about several inch­

All of the turbocharged en­ 
gines (and no other kind was 
used by the first 26 qualifiers) 
are limited to a piston displace­ 
ment of 161.703 cubic inches, 
the product of the bore and 
stroke.

“I don’t know what refine­ 
ments Foyt has put in the Ford 
engines since he took them

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Robert Braun, executive director of 
the Indiana Historic Landmarks Founda­ 
tion of Indiana, came to Rushville Wed­ 
nesday for an on-site inspection of the 
Jefferkin Helm house, east on Road 44. 
The house is now owned by Lewis C. Fos­ 
ter, D. V. M, The Helm house which was 
built by one of the pioneer Rush County 
physicians has been described as one of 
the county’s oldest houses. It is a classic 
example of Greek Revival architecture. 
The house was built in 1345 and has not 
been lived in during the past few years. 
Bill Edwards is working with Dr. Foster 
and they have tried diligently to preserve 
this house as an historic landmark. 
Mr. Braun was impressed with the 
possibility of restoration and suggested 
that a sign be erected to let passersby 
know that the structure was being con­ 
sidered as a national shrine and to avoid 
trespassing and destruction. 
Mr. Braun expressed pleasure at see­ 
ing the fine construction and preserva­ 
tion of the county courthouse. He sug­ 
gested that during the Centennial it 
would be a very appropriate time to 
designate the Durbin Hotel as a Hoosier 
Hotel landmark. The Durbin has been in 
operation for over 100 years. 
A delightful letter came from Hillis 
Kemper Lundin of Arlington, regarding 
the historic Old Folks Singing which is 
held annually at Morristown each fourth 
Sunday in May. 
She has attended this unique affair 
since her father carried her in his arms. 
Many times she was lulled to sleep by her 
grandmother singing songs from the 
Diapason Book. 
The Singing Class was formed original­ 
ly in 1835 in a log church and school 
building north of Morristown known as 
“Old Union.” 
Dr. D. S. McGaughev, a young physi­ 
cian and excellent singer, gathered the 
young folks of the community about him 
and taught them music from a stereo­ 
type edition of 1835 called, “The Missouri 
Harmony.” In 1839, Asbury Chapel was 
built. The boys were charged 50 cents 
and the money raised was used to pur­ 
chase a large box stove. The girls provid­ 
ed candles made at home. 
The music in this singing school ran 
to only four notes with “Mi” designated 
as a diamond, “Fa” as a triangle, the 
“So” was round, and the “La” a square. 
According to Mrs. Lundin, this note and 
word type of Singing School was taught 
in Rushville, Arlington, and various 
chapels. Often several large choirs were 
joined in a music festival. 
Originally, the rule for the Morristown 
singers was that members must have 
their own song book. Her grandmother 
had been taught at the Lardonna Sing­ 
ing School and studied from the Diapa­ 
son Book . . but because she had no 
Diapason book, she was not allowed to 
sing. In 1920, the crowd at Morristown 
was estimated to be 3,000. 
Today the iron-clad rule that each 
singer must have his own book is no long­ 
er in use. During the years older mem­ 
bers died, books were lost or discarded, 
so today all who are interested in the 
sing are invited to join. Today the choir 
ages range from the 70’s to teenagers. 
The date for the Missouri Harmony and 
Diapason Singing Class is Sunday at 2 
in the afternoon. The present officers de­ 
serve much credit for keeping alive this 
great old tradition of the Singing School, 
the first in Indiana and the third oldest 
in the United States.

To my way of think­ 
ing, the1 American taxpayer 
should not have to bear the bur­ 
den of the present day “Barba ry 
Pirates” levying fines on our 
fishing boats in international 
waters off of Peru and Ecuador. 
You, the taxpayer, bear the 
burden. Under a 1968 law, the 
U.S. Treasury reimburses tuna 
companies for fines they have 
to pay for fishing within the 
ridiculous 200-mile limit claim­ 
ed by the South American coun­ 
tries. Owners of seven boats 
have been reimbursed $824,193 
and 25 more claims amounting 
to more than $1 million are 
pending and will be paid.

California 
School Gives 
Surfing Credit

SANTA MONICA, Calif. (AP) 
— Hi there, you folks in the cold 
and snow areas! The surfing 
class of Venice High School 
meets three times a week 
throughout the school year. 
That includes right now. 
Surfing in the Pacific Ocean 
in winter isn’t a novelty in 
Southern California's balmy cli­ 
mate. But, so far as instructor 
Darrell Willey and school offi­ 
cials can find out, this is the 
only surfing class for high 
school credit in the country. 
Is it popular? 
“We had 150 applicants when 
the course was announced and 
only room for 50,” says Willey. 
Students must provide their 
own surf boards, suits and 
transportation; report at the 
beach for class at 7 a.m. and 
maintain good grades in other 
courses. At 8:15 a.m. they head 
back to regular classes in the 
school building a couple miles 
away in Venice, a Los Angeles 
suburb. 
“It s their bag.” said Willey 
as he stood on the sand watch­ 
ing boys on brightly colored surf 
boards slide over the waves. 
“Some of them would be here 
even if there wasn’t a class ” 
The class developed last fall 
after the school decided to make 
physical education a more im­ 
portant part of the school pro­ 
gram. 
“It’s the only surfing class for 
credit I know of,” Willey said. 
“There have been school surfing 
clubs with teachers as sponsors 
but nothing, like this.” 
To qualify, a student must 
pass a swimming test and be 
recommended by his regular 
course teachers. 
Students from other high 
schools have seen the class and 
Willey, 36, a former lifeguard 
said that occasionally a student 
from another school will sit in. 
“Several of the beach commu­ 
nities have observed the class 
and plan to have similar 
courses within a year,” he add­ 
ed.Next semester there will be 
one major change—they’ll open 
the course to girls. 


The plan ties school tax sup­ 
port to the child rather than to 
the institution. Parents are en­ 
abled to take a “Fair Share” 
of the state’s educational appro­ 
priation and shop for the school 
with educational offerings meet­ 
ing their child’s needs. Bills 
were introduced in California, 
Kansas and Indiana to adopt 
such a program. 
The idea is not new. It was 
first tried by southern schools 
to avoid desegregation. The Su­ 
preme Court found the plan un­ 
constitutional in operation, but 
carefully avoided ruling on the 
basic concept. 
The American Conservative 
Union studied the “voucher” 
proposal 
and 
recommended 
adoption. A U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce task force has endor­ 
sed the idea. It has widespread 
public support. 
For some time education has 
been the “sacred cow” taking 
the major part of the tax dol­ 
lar. The unexpected launching 
of “Sputnik” by the Russians 
made us take a new look at 
our educational system. We 
found more money was not the 
equivalent of better education. 
However, we continue to follow 
the more money approach. 
It is time to put accountability 
into education. Experimental 
systems such as the Banneker 
Elementary .School at Gary 
have proven it can be done. In 
Gary, a private firm has con­ 
tracted to raise the education­ 
al level of the students. They 
produce or are not paid. 
Representative 
Robert 
L. 
Jones (R-Indianapolis), an edu­ 
cational consultant, sponsored 
the bill in the last session. He 
has opposed state aid to non- 
public schools during three pre­ 
vious legislative terms. 
Jones, commenting on the 
voucher plan, said: “This is a 
totally new concept. I only wish 
that more persons would try to 
understand it rather than re­ 
acting emotionally to it. When 
only a few wealthy children can 
afford to attend non-public 
schools, we will have lost some­ 
thing very precious to Ameri­ 
cans-our options. We will have 
lost our freedom of choice in 
education.” 
The voucher plan deserves 
more consideration. 


NEW OPERA GROUP 
NEW YORK (AP) — Opera 
America Inc., which intends “to 
develop a representative nation­ 
al voice for opera,” held its first 
meeting in February. Delegates 
from 27 opera companies at­ 
tended. 
Thirty 
professional 
opera 
companies, including the Metro­ 
politan, are members. During 
the year membership is expect­ 
ed to increase to include all 
American opera companies, 
Toward a better performance 
climate, an auditions committee 
has been formed and in May the 
organization will hold a national 
audition of young singers rec­ 
ommended by member opera 
companies. Hiring personnel of 
member companies will attend 
the audition.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
problems and inequities created 
by court congestion—even the 
way it is sometimes used in a 
“cat and mouse game” of de­ 
liberate delay by some law­ 
yers—was illustrated forcefully 
in the second of CBS’s three- 
part series, “Justice In Amer­ 
ica” Tuesday night. 
The hour-long program con­ 
centrated on the pileup of crim­ 
inal and civil cases awaiting 
trial in courthouses across the 
nation, with the thesis that 
“justice delayed is justice de­ 
nied ” The examples and the 
experts were gathered from 
various points around the na­ 
tion with the explanation that 
crime has increased 10 times 
more than the number of 
judges, the population has in­ 
creased and the mobility of the 
people results in more acci­ 
dents. Other causes were the 
epidemic of drug use, mass ar­ 
rests after mass demonstra­ 
tions and “new laws that mean 
new lawsuits.” 
One Los Angeles judge, look­ 
ing over his day’s docket of 
pending criminal cases, found 
27 cases directly involving nar­ 
cotics and 25 non-drug cases, 
although most of the latter 
were burglary and bad check 
cases involving addicts. 


HELP FOR 
YOUNG MUSICIANS 
NEW YORK (AP) — Two or­ 
ganizations have joined forces 
to provide an award to help re­ 
cipient musicians over the hur­ 
dle between the debut and an 
active career. 
Ralph Michaels, of the Bud 
and Belle Michaels Memorial 
Fund of Chicago, has announced 
that his organization’s 20-year- 
old Michaels Award will be ad­ 
ministered by Young Concert 
Artists. Young Concert Artists 
was founded in New York in 
1961 by Susan Popkin Wads­ 
worth to manage performers 
during the early years of their 
careers. 
The new Michaels Award will 
go to artists launched on ca­ 
reers by Young Concert Artists. 
It will consist of a major New 
York recital appearance plus 
engagements as soloist with at 
least five symphony orchestras 
throughout the country. It will 
be given every two years, or 
more often if a panel of profes­ 
sionals feels it is warranted. 


Much of the program was 
handled in the standard docu­

But two 
illuminating “back room” dem­ 
onstrations showed a negotia­ 
tion designed to eliminate the 
need of a criminal trial and an­ 
other showed an attempt to 
settle an auto injury case be­ 
tween the plaintiff’s lawyer and 
an insurance company lawyer 
representing the defendant. Of 
the attempt of the defense at­ 
torney to bargain with a prose­ 
cutor in the criminal case, an­ 
other attorney stated that “plea 
bargaining” results in the dis­ 
position of nine out of 10' crimi­ 
nal cases. 
In one California county, the 
courts were so clogged with 
criminal cases that only one 
civil case was tried for a solid 
year. In New York and Chi­ 
cago, it often takes six years to 
get an automobile negligence 
case to trial—but most are set­ 
tled before trial. 
The 
program1 
summarized 
suggested reforms for releasing 
the log jam as well as some 
prisoners held for months, even 
years, awaiting trial. This in­ 
cluded moving automobile neg­ 
ligence cases to other tribunals, 
limiting appeals and, in some 
cases, eliminating jury trials or 
reducing the size of juries. 
It was a calm, reasoned pre­ 
sentation, effectively surveying 
a system that in addition to 
denying speedy justice to some, 
often forces people, injured and 
needing money, to settle for 
less damages 'than they should. 


TIME RHYTHM 
NEW YORK (AP) — The hus­ 
band who leaves in the morning 
a growling grouch, only to re­ 
turn in the evening all smiles 
and good cheer, may be follow­ 
ing his own particular '“circa­ 
dian rhythm”—the human cycle 
of sleeping, waking and activity 
which repeats itself roughly ev­ 
ery 24 hours. 
Researchers at Bulova Watch 
Co have found that humans 
each have their own rhythm, 
and never are the same, say, at 
10 a.m. as at 4 p. m. In fact,

The parade was in full swing, 
The colors passing by, men in 
uniform, marching bands. As I 
watched, I became aware of 
three women at my side. They 
were attractive, dressed in the 
latest pants-suit style.

oath, calling Old Glory a filthy 
name. Then as the local National 
Guard Unit passed .in. review, 
followed 
by 
representatives 
of our various military units, one 
of these women called, the men 
in uniform filthy names. These, 
womefi were not angry or nasty. 
They were laughing a i 'the while 
they said these things. This sit­ 
uation would, have been, bad 
enough if it had happened, in 
New York, Philidelphia or Wash­ 
ington. However, the incident de­ 


scribed. above took place on 'the 
corner of First and Main in 
Rushville. as I watched our 1971 
Loyalty Day Parade- 
One of the things which made 
this nation of ours great was 
that principle which taught us 
to believe m the greatness of 
our nation. To respect our flag, 
to honor our men in. uniform., 
to believe that our nation is a 
gift from God,, lighting the way 
to freedom for the world. These 
once were common principies 


in. our nation. But something has 
happened to America. Many of 
our people, .if not bad, citizens, 
fail to be citizens at all. Many 
fail to vote, do not support law 
enforcement, have no concern 
at all. .in, civic affairs. One’s 
community has become little 
more 'than a. place to hang a. 
hat at night. All the integrity,, 
the pride, the honor that once 
wai America seems almost to 
have vanished. Story after story 
can. be multiplied concerning 


people who do not stand or sing 
when, the “Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner” is sung, who do not respect 
honor or salute the flag. 
One of the great downfalls of 
the nation, of Israel in the Scrip­ 
tures was that its people forgot 
who and what they were. They 
forgot that they were the Lord 
God's chosen people. They failed, 
to remember that they were to 
be the ex am. pie of God, and His 
love to the entire world. They 
forgot that they were a free na­ 


tion,, responsible only to their 
God... When they saw what other 
nations 
had, 
they 
wanted 
what the others had. When, they 
saw what a pleasure it was to 
indulge in, the false religions of 
the other nations, they took on 
the pagan gods of their neigh­ 
bors. Only when they were beat­ 
en. trampled and carried into 
slavery, did they remember who 
and what they were suppose to 
be. When America, forgets Its 


call and. purpose, the time may 
be coming for its judgment al­ 
so. 
The twin evils of the lack of 
religion, and the lack of 'patriot-' 
ism have been, cited, by Edward 
Gibbon, in hit classic ‘''Declina 
and all of The lom an Em­ 
pire"* as two of 'the major forces 
bringing Rome to ruin. 'Wben 
a. people forget who brought 
them, to where 'they are, and. 
what they are supposed to do 
there, 'then decline sets 'in.

On October «» me search went 
to Shelby County on a report 
of his being sighted.

There was no later report on 
Webster until November 17 when 
he was identified as Robert Bur­ 
ris who had escaped from the 
Iowa State Prison on, a life 
charge for murder. On Novem­ 
ber 21 in the Rushville Republi­ 
can. it was stated he had killed 
three people. He was followed 
by Detective Forrest Huntington 
of 
Indianapolis, 
employed 
to 
close in when the time arrived. 
Burris was also followed by lo­ 
cal law officers through Ken­ 
tucky and Ohio. Detective Hunt­ 
ington, praised, the leads furnish­ 
ed by the local officers. 
Burris, 
alias 
Webster, 
was 
found at the home of Vernie 
Armentrout of Mount Orab, Ohio 
30 miles east of Cincinnati. He 
shot and wounded Capta'in, Lynn 
Black of Hamilton County, Ohio. 
He then committed suicide. He 
did this because 15 officers were 
dutside with guns and tear gas. 
Vernie Armentrout, a, bootleg­ 
ger. was allowed to leave the 
house with his family before the 
shooting started. He was later 
taken into custody. Afterward, 
Black, who was shot when he 
threw in the tear gas, recovered. 
Vernie Armentrout was told 
by Burris that he had hidden 
in the woods to the south of 
the murder house and had cov­ 
ered himself with leaves. He bad 
remained there until evening 
and then left.

Justice Wins Over Evil 
There have been many hap­ 
penings on the land on which I 
live. You would have to go back 
one hundred and fifty years to 
know everything about this land. 
It 
was originally deeded 
to 
James S. Colescott from the 
United States of America on the 
24th day of January. 1822. 
There was once a brick fac­ 
tory on this land. It was built 
by Fred Clevenger. It was the 
first Rushville Brick Company. 
This comes mostly from our 
back yard. When we plow our 
garden, bricks constantly turn 
up. But maybe the most exciting 
story about this land is the slay­ 
ing of Sheriff Ray Compton 
which came from the Rushville 
Republican Newspaper. 
On October 3, 1932. at about 
12:30 p.m. Sheriff Ray Compton 
and two deputies, his uncle, Ed 
Compton and Special Deputy S. 
L. Hunt, went Southwest of Cir- 
cleviUe to investigate a report, of 
liquor at the residence of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jam es Webster. Sheriff 
Compton had 
a “John Doe’’ 
search warrant. 
WTien Sheriff Compton approa­ 
ched the house, he saw a man 
and woman trying to run up­ 
stairs. Sheriff Compton forced 
his way into the house while 
the two deputies went to guard 
the rear exit. The sheriff was 
delayed by the woman, while 
the man fled up the stairs. Sher­ 
iff Compton pushed her aside, 
continuing toward the stairway. 
As he stepped on the stairs, the 
man fired twice, striking him, in 
the head, causing death instant­ 
ly. The slayer escaped before 
either of the deputies could get 
a clear shot. One of the deputies 
shot, but missed. The woman 
later admitted she was the slay­ 
er’s wife, but she did not give 
her name. 
One of the deputies went into 
town for help, got together a 
posse and brought them to the 
place of the shooting. While they 
were searching for the slayer, 
they found a still in a woodshed 
and then a car registered to 
Jam es W. Webster, New Rich­ 
mond, Ohio. Webster and his 
wife had moved to the old Clev­ 
enger place from Milroy. 
On October 4, a description 
appeared of the slayer, who was 
Webster, on the front page of 
the Rushville Republican. In an­ 
other article, he was reported 
seen in the Webb bridge along 
the Big Flatrock River bottoms 
toward

Dust Bowl Days Of ’30s 
May Be Seen In 1970’s

ter. 
The Smithsonian's Museum of 
History and Technology is plan­ 
ning to open within, the coming 
year a new hall of electricity, 
one section of which will be de­ 
voted to early electrical appli­ 
ances. 
A small collection of the mi 
was presented to the Smithso­ 
nian Thursday by the General 
Electric Co. and its employes. 
GE replaced with modern ap­ 
pliances any it found suitable 
The oldest of these is a 10- 
inch fan with six blades, from 
about 1894. the first made by 
GE to operate on alternating 
current rather than batteries. It 
was made to operate on 104 
volts, and since present volt­ 
ages are somewhat higher, a 
voltage regulator was used to 
demonstrate it. The fan still 
runs remarkably quiet. GE offi­ 
cials on hand weren’t sure why 
it had six blades or why later 
models usually had four. 
Also in working order was a 
toaster with a white porcia in 
base, dating from 1908. Two up­ 
right 
wire 
racks 
hold 
two 
pieces of bread near the heat­ 
ing 
elements. 
It 
toasts 
two 
slices of bread one side at a 
time, and turning the bread to' 
do the other side without burn­ 
ing your fingers is a bit tricky.

Fonstad, from Waupaca, Wis., 
said his research showed the 
Dust Bowl of the Depression 
days was a result of misman­ 
agement by settlers. And simi­ 
lar conditions in the 1950s also 
came as the result of improper 
use of the normally dry land, 
coupled with periodic drought, 
he says. 
“ It is probable the decade of 
the 1970s will revert to droughty 
conditions,” Fonstad says, “for 
it appears there is a .20-year 
wet-dry cycle existent in the 
plains.” 
Before the settlers began us­ 
ing, and abusing, the grasslands 
in the middle of the continent, 
the area supported vast herds of 
bison, antelope and other wild 
animals—even in dry years. 
“ Yet they 
caused 
no dust 
bowls,” he says. “The reason 
lies in the natural grasses which 
formed a tight sod, resisting 
both water and wind erosion.” 
Then 
the 
ranchers 
began 
grazing too many cattle, close- 
grazing sheep were introduced, 
and farm ers began plowing the 
soil, he said. The grasses were 
killed and loose topsoil was ex­ 
posed to wind and rain. 
“The 
results 
were 
disas­ 
trous,” Fonstad says. “ About a 
half-century 
after 
the 
home­ 
steaders began to populate the 
plains, they were victims not of 
drought alone, but of continuous 
poor land management. 
“The pioneer philosophy of 
clearing the land, plowing (most 
often, regardless of 'the contour 
of the land), planting, and reap­ 
ing the harvest proved to be sui­ 
cidal,” he says. “ The ‘black 
blizzards,’ 
the 
auctioneer’s 
ham m er and the flight of the 
•Okies’ were all too prevalent 
scenes in the desert years of the 
1930s. 
A c t u a l l y , 
Fonstad 
says, 
drought conditions were worse 
in the 1950s in parts of Oklaho­ 
ma, Texas, Kansas, New Mexi­ 
co and Colorado. 
To 
prevent 
another 
Dust 
Bowl, 
Fonstad 
recommends 
these steps: 
—In 
areas 
where 
farmers 
have pushed cropland too clod# 
to the desert, the only "safe and 
sane" alternative is the return 
of a permanent grass cover. 
The U.S. Soil Conservation Ser- 
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vice 
advises 
that 
14 
million 
acres of arid cropland be re­ 
turned to permanent sod. 
—Reserves of silage and hay 
should be built up during humid 
veais 
for 
use 
during 
drier 
years. 


—Condition 
of 
the 
ranges 
m ust be improved. That would 
include allowing a good growth 
of grass to start before range is 
used in the spring. Rotational 
grazing then should be used. 
—The number of grazing ani­ 
mals must be limited to the 
range capacity. In dry years, 
when the capacity of the ranges 
is lower, animals will have to be 
sold to reduce herd numbers.
